Practical JBIms ss to Vow to Tent 


Their Value. 


Dsuver Tribnm-Bepublicau. 


The test of merit of a mine is its abil- 


ity to yield a profit, wben properly 
irorktd. The tent of merit of a prospect 
is its ability to become a paying mine, 
when developed. Naturally, it is much 
more difficult to determine the value of 
a prospect than to determine the value 
of a mine. 
Still, there are rule* whioh 


experience has taught 'that are safe to 
follow, in estimating the chances for » 
prospect becoming a paying mine. 
Th» 


rules are altogether different in judging 
a fissure vein prospect, from tiros* 
which are or should be followed, in 
judging a contact or bed deposit. 
The 


valuo of the latter depend* largely upon 
development 
of surrounding claims, 


value of ore, size and direction whieh 
ore shoots are taking. 
What we com- 


monly call a fissuro vein gets no value 
from its proximity to rich veins. 
Each 


vein is a "tub that stands npcn its own 
bottom." 


An enormous amount of labor 'a ex- 


pended in working assessments on aud 
developing reins whioh give not the 
least promise of ever becoming paying 
mines. 
It is impoasiblo to generalizo 


rules for judging prospects whioh ar» 
without exceptions, but experience ha» 
taught a law which can always be fol- 
lowed with safety, and from which no 
experienced miner will deviate. 


The first rule is that if it is not found 


on the surface it it useless to dig for it. 
There never was a groutM- error than 
the commonly accepted opfniou among 
prospectors that veins iucrea»e iu rich- 
ness as depth is gaiusd, and all that 
is required to make • mine is to sink to 
considerable depth. 
The instances in 


which licher ore ia found at depth than 
on the surface, ars very rare. 
After 


shinning up nnd down a groat many 
hundred prospect holes, and from th» 
British PO&OHSIOIIS to the Caribean Sea, 
we can say that we have never seen H 
paying mine which did not have oay ore 
on the surface. 
The cases, too a're'very 


rare in whi.ch. the quantity of ore in- 
creased with depth. 
If, after prospect- 


ing ths surface of a vein, pay oie is not 
found, it is a poor investment to con- 
tinue work upon it. 


The fissure vein prospect which has a 


value is the one winch discloses ore of 
sufficient richness 
anJ in 
sufficient 


tity to moke n paying mine if it coc- 
tinnues until tbe vein is developed to 
the point of economical production 
The exceptional prospect, with except- 
ional value, is tb» one which is ricb 
enough to pay for its own development.
